The request for reconsideration in claim 21 is not persuasive, in response to applicant's 
argument on page 12, last two paragraphs, claim 21 does not explicilty disclose the single function to be embedded in the flight control 
computer. Although the specification page 2, lines 12-20 show two functions the specification does not show how just one function be 
embeded in the flight control computer 5 (fig.2) and what function the flight control computer performs. Since Pages teaches that the 
automatic piloting device 13 (fig.4) is capable of controlling the aircraft surface, the automatic piloting device of Pages obviously has one 
function which is controlling the surfaces of the aircraft. Pages does not teach any other function besides controlling the surface of the 
aircraft. 
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
